REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Application serial no. 
10/823,691 is being allowed in view of the appropriately filed terminal disclaimer received on 
July 18, 2008, and since none of the prior art of record teaches or fairly suggests a method, 
apparatus and kit for the mass spectrometric analysis of a sample containing at least four 
hormones selected from the group consisting of estrogens, testosterones, aldosterone, 
dehydroepicandrosterone, dehydroepiandrosterone sulphate (DHEAs) and vitamin D, wherein a 
sample containing the at least four hormones is provided, the sample is deproteinated, and the at 
least four hormones are separated from the sample and analyzed in a mass spectrometer.
